That the motor truck as a carrier j 
of freight anil passengers is threaten-] 
ing the existence of many of the inde­ 
pendent short railroad lines in P e n n ­ 
sylvania is shown by figures compiled 
by officials at th** State Capitol. With 1 
the completion in the near future of a 
series of 
roads in this 
part of tho| 
stat**, unequaled anywhere else in it, 
indications point to the 
developm ent1 
of both passenger 
and freight com-j 
munieation lretween Gettysburg ami 
nearby cities which will without doubt’ 
seriously cut in on the railroads op­ 
erating in the area. 


Reports o f operations of the rail­ 
road lines during the last year, made 
in conform ity with the law, show' that 
iii several sections where motor truck 
operations have increased tho lines 
have h«*en conducted with less protu 
or at a loss and that in several cases 
the com panies have ceased operations. 


Th** 
lines 
affected 
are 
almost 
solely those engaged in independent 
operations. 
There are about fifty of 
these in th** State with a total mile-! 
age of about I,UUU miles. 
In addition 
there are numerous short lines en ­ 
gaged in switching operations or city 
transportation. 
These in some cases* 
are subsidiaries of industrial concerns 
ami 
their operations are conducted 
entirely for th** benefit of th** indus­ 
trial plants. 
Others ar** engaged in 
th** transfer of cars 
across cities or 
between roads. 
Their earnings are 
not affected. 


In th** rural sections many’ of the 
independent 
lines were 
formed for 
th** transportation of farm produce, 
vegetables, 
eg g s, milk and rimilar, 
articles and at th** start operated with 
considerable profit. 
Most of the roads 
were but a few1 miles in length hut 
tent 
to enable 
farmers to get I 
g«M*ds to market. 
They 
were 
through sections where highways 
uneven and at considerable ex-! 
* in laying out level roadbeds. 


Th** 
arrival of the 
motor trucks, 
however, cut otr much o f the business 
of the lines. 
The trucks were able to 
get to th** farm ers’ doors, saving the 
time and labor of 
transporting the 
produce to railroad stations with th** 
result that many of the producers have 
ceased entirely making shipments by 
tin* steam roads.

Washington, May 12— Judge John 
AA estcott reappeared today at his own 
request before tho House committee 
investigating tho escape o f Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, Philadelphia draft 
dodger, to reiterate that he had never 
served at any’ time as counsel for the 
slacker. 


Bringing his wife and son and other 
witnesses, Judge AA’estcott said they 
were present to testify that after be­ 
ing asked to assist in the Bergdoll de­ 
fens**, he consulted them and it was 
on their advice that he refused the o f ­ 
fer of employment made through the 
late Clarence 
Gihboney, 
a Philadel­ 
phia lawyer. 


“ I want to say regarding the ques­ 
tions about m y appearance before the 
Federal grand jury at Philadelphia,” 
th** judge said, “ that Gibboney told 
me he went before the grand jury 
and testified that I had in connection 
with the case and that 
is why I was 
not called. 
Gibboney told me he de­ 
clare*! to the grand jury that any man 
who attempted to drag my name into 
the case ought to be shot.” 


The judge declared he never appear­ 
ed in any court-martial proceedings 
and never consulted a single witness 


in Bergdoll’s behalf.
